on ſhe works too paſsiue & droſsie to propagate her earth- 
lie reſidence to eternitie: ſhee hath deuiſde (in deſpight of 
that wormeaten Idoll) another fruitles, dead, and deſpiſed 
receptacle, to reſerue her apparance with vnſpeakable pro- 
fit, comfort & lite to al poſterities: and that is this poor ſcri- 
bling, this toy, this too living a preſeruatiue for the deathful 
toombs of nobility: being accoũted in our moſt getle & cõ- 
ple mentall vſe of it, onlie the droppings of an idle humor: 
farre vnworthie the ſerious expence of an exact Gentle- 
mans tyme. So is poore Learning the inſeparable Genius of 
this Homericall writing I intend: wherein notwithſtan- 
ding the ſoules of al the recorded worthies that euer liu de, 
become eternally embodyed, euẽ vpon earth: and our vn- 
derſtanding parts making tranſition in that we vnderſtand, 
the lyues of worthilicxermed Poets ate their earthlie Eli- 
ſummes, wherein we walke with ſuruiuall of all the decea- 
ſed worthies wereade of:cucrie conceipt, ſentence, figure, 
and word being a moſt bewtifull lyneament of their ſoules 
infinite bodies: and could a beautie be obiected to ſence, 
compoſde oſas many diuine members, and that wee had 
ſences reſpõſible for their full apprehenſiõ, they ſhould im- 
preſſe no more pleaſure to ſuch a bodie, then is ſweetly en. 
ioyde in this true manner of communication and com- 
bination of ſoules. But as it is not poſsible ſuch a beauty & 
ſuch organs of apprehenſion ſhould be compact, no more 
can any ſenſuall delight compare with the Felicitie of the 
Minde. And ought not this to be ſo, where the incompre- 
henſible figure of God is diffuſde in ſacred and euerlaſting 
Beames? where wee haue in earth ſocietie with Eternitie: 
Al. this walkes vpon the boſome of Death in the worthieſt 
writing: and ſhall a man vayle to a painted Begger on 
horſeback, and goe ſawcilic by ſuch a godlike teſplendence 


with a wall eye and an horned countenance: For as Num- 


ber,

ber, Sound and Ryme, can challenge no incluſion of the 
ſoule, without diume inuention, iudgement & diſpoſition; 
no more can the ſoule expect Eternitie on earth without 
ſuch etetnall writing. And to caſt this with our vanities 
at our backs, it to beare the liues of beaſts in our boſomes: 


in which baſe portage is euer borne contempt of fame, ho- 
nor and louc of thebeſt which neuer hath accompanied a- 


ny humaine, or leſſe then barbarous condition. 

To you then (moſt abundant Preſident of true No- 
bleſſe Jin whoſe manifeſt actions all theſe ſacred obiects are 
diuinely purſude, I moſt humblic and affectionatlie conle- 
crate this Preſident of all learning, vertue, valour, honor & 
ſocietie:vyho (with his one ſoule)hath eternizde Armies 
of Kings & Princes: whoſe imperiall Muſe, the great Mo- 
narch of the world, would ſay, effected more of his Con- 
queſts, then his vniuerſall power, And therefore at Achilles 
toombe (with moſt holy impreſsion of fame, and the zeale 
of eternitic) pronouncſt him molt happie, to haue ſo firme 
an Eternizer as Homere. 

Moſt true Achilles hom by ſacred prophecie Homere 
did but prefigure in his admirable obiect) and in whoſe vn- 
matched vertues ſnyne the dignities of the ſoule, and the 
whole excellence of royall humanitie. Let not the Peſsant- 
common polities of the world, that count all things ſeruile 
and ſimple:that pamper not their own priuate ſenſualities, 
burying quick in their filthie ſepulchres of earth, the whole 
bodies and ſoules of honor, vertue and pietie: ſtirre your 
diuine tempet from perſeuerance in godlike purſute of R 
ternitie. 

We muſt aſſure our ſeluesʒ that the ſoule hath vie, com- 
fort, and benifite in her diſſolution and ſecond bęi ng of 
the fame, loue and example ſhee propoſed here, ſince ſhee 
hath generall combination with bleſſed Eternitie: and

Now if eternity be ſo victorious and tiiumphanta God- 
deſſe, that with her adamantine foote,ſhce treades vppon 
ſceptets, riches, ſences, ſenſualities, and all the ſatron- 
guilded pompe of ignorant brauerics, onely knowledge 
hauing the aſſentfull ſpirite to treade vpon that foote, and 
be lifted to the height and ſweetenes of her boſome: what 
place with the greateſt, doth an eternizer merite? The 
foote and the backe parts? how to be accounted?accor- 
dingi to his vnfaſhionable habite of pouerric, that like the 
poiſoned miſts of thawing mucpits ſmokes from the hor- 
ded treaſure of ſouleleſſe goldwormes? It the crowne of 
humanitic be the ſoule, and the ſoule an intellectual beam 
ot God? The eſſence of her ſubſtance being intellection 
and intellection ot vnderſtanding the ſtrength and emi- 
nence oſ her faculties? The differencing of men in cxcel- 
lencie muſt be directed onelie by their proportions of 
true knowledge. Homericall writing then being the na- 
tiue deduction, image and true heire of true knowledge 
muſt needes in deſert inherite his fathers dignitie. 

Helpe then renown'de Achilles, to pteferre and defend 
your graue and blameleſſe Prophet of Phebus from the 
doting and vitious furie of the two Atrides: Arrogancie, & 
Detraction: be dreadleſſe bulwarkes to baſnfull and fain- 
ting vertue, againſt all thoſe, whoſe faces Barbariſme and 
Fortune, haue congealde with ſtanding Lakes of impu- 
dencie who being damd vp with theit muddie ignorance 
retaine no feeling of that, to which al their ſences are du- 
tifully conſecrate-againſt our ſiue. witted cenſors, through 
whoſe braines all thinges exact and refinde, run — 
earth in heapes: when nothing remaines but ſtones and 
vnſeruiceable rubbiſh. And gratulate in engliſh extraction 
with free and honorable 2 poore aſſaye

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Dedicatorie 
of Poeſies greeke Nectar: which I durſt not more liberally 
powre out, for feare of vulgar prophanation: ifthat diuine 
ſweetenes and nouriſhment it hath wrought in diuineſt 
tempers, ſhould for want of pallat and conſtitution in o- 
then, want his due attribution . My hope of excuſe there- 
tore may be worthilie grounded, ſince this penurie being 
effected with ſuch ſtore of labor, & ſo much quinteſſence 
to be drawne from ſo little a proiect: it will aske as much 
iudgement to peruſe worthily, as whole volumes of more 
peruiall inuentions. 
Beſides this enforced breach of the commandement, 
to liue without care of to morrow, (which euer catries his 
confounded puniſhmentwith it, diſtracts inuention ne- 
ceſſarie euen in tranſlation)interrupts the induſtry of con- 
ceipt, and the diſcourſe of the ſoule, and thenthe too true

Yet what I liſt to underſtand, and no God partner male, 
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Enquire not their particulers, nor vrgd them at my hand, 

Then juno with the oxfarre -eyes on what nice termes you ſland, 
Asif did ſo much affe ct, or urge to know thy mind, 

Froward Satunid es till nom. but wondrous cloſe you bind, 

Tour looſe indeuoures, and my hart ſuſteines exceeding feare, 

T he aged ſea: gods daughter breathde ſeducements in thine eare, 
1 Shee kneeld ſo earclie at thy feet, and took: thee by the knee, 

1 For whome thy chinne azainſt thy breſt, mi u inde ſuggeſteth mee 
IF T hou erſt didſt knocke and promiſe her ſome honor for herſanne, 
T houzh jor his moode,the Greekss in heapes do on their ruines rum. 

Wretch (anſwerde louc)ſtill thy ſaſpects into my boſome diue 
Tet can ſ thou binder me in noug hit, hut thou doſt ener ſtriue, 
To bee vngr ations in my thoughts, which humor if I pleaſe, 
Ican make horrible tothee: obey me then and ceaſe, 
Leſt all th: Gods Olimpus bouldes ſuffice not for thy aide, 
If thy. inacceſſtble handt, vpon thy ums be laid, 
The renerend faire-eyde Iuno ſate with this high threat afraide: 
Nor anie word ſhee anſwerd him her hart had ſuch a fall. 
T he reſt of gods with murmur fild:the high Saturnian hall, 
The famouſe fyery Artiſan,the white armd goddeſſe Son, 
Lame Vulcan, ſtood betwixt them both,and with kind wordes begun 
| To eaſe his loned mothers hart: he ſaid this ſtrife will breede, 
1 Intollerable pl:guy acſs, if you of heauenlie ſceae, , 
y For paltrie mortals thus contend amongſt the Gods yee make 
CA tumnlt here, and all the mirth from our ſweet banquet take, 
Becauſe the worſe the hetter hath:but mother 1 adviſe, 
( Althouzh I neede not counſel! you,becauſe I know yon wiſe: ) 
Gine good reſpect to my good Fyre, leſt once againe he chide, 
Au make our banquet bitterer jet, for he is magnified, 
With power to throw vs from ourtbrones, ii Olimptan lightner is, 
| Wy h gentle wordes then ſupple him, it wil not be amiſſe, 
To make benevolent and calmeghat thundring hart of his. 
} ith this the dobit caredbomie, pus in his mothers hand: 
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pon his admonition ſlill the crookt legd Cod did fland: 
Beare mother ana forbeare (ſaid he )though it be paine to you: 
Leſt Ithat hold you deare A make your *ſtomacke bow, 
Aud cannot belpe you if I would: although it coſt me teares: 
It is not eaſie to repugne the k nz of all our ſpheres: 
How ſerude he mee though ſeeking me Imiſb it otherwiſe? 
Hee tooke me by the helples foate and threw me from the ſkies, 
The whole day long 1 hedlong fell,euen till the Sunne and 1 
Did ſet together, he at eaſe 1 in extremitie, 
He on the ſea, and I by land: in Lemnos I did fall, 
And there the Sintii tooke me vp, halſe dead with my apall: 
The Inoriefingerd goddeſſe laught and didthat laughter make, 
An Ecchowith a counter laugh, and then the bowle did take 
Of her kind Sonne, who now began carowſe to all the Gods, 
of heanens ſweet wine,from his right hand round in deſpight of ods, 
Which une xtinguiſbt laughter ftird in euerie bleſſed bref 
To ſee him halt about irs ur and fill to all the feaſt, 
So all that day they banquetted till ſun-ſct raiſd the night, 
And wanted nought that with content might crowne the appetite, 
There did the God of muſicketoch his harps flone quickning ſtrings, 
Towhich ech ſacred muſe conſortes and moſt diuinelie ſings, 
But when the comfortable Sunne left to enlighten aire, 
Taſeuera ll houſes all the Gods yvith ſleepie browes repaire, 
The ſamouſe both. ſoot-· halter wrought their roomes with wondrous art. 
With them the heauenlie wild firegod did to his reſt depart 
ere Somnus vſdte to cloſe his eyes,and to his ſide aſcends, 
Faire [uno with the golden throne. and there their quarrels ends.

How he might honor Thetis Sanne, with ſlaughtering at their tents, 
Whole troupes of Greekes: this counſell then ſeemd beſt for theſe euents, 
He inſtantlie mould ſend a dreame to Atrius eldeſt ſanne:

Since ſuch a multitude of lines are tenderd him to keepe, 
And cares in ſuch abun dance ſwarme about his laboring minde:

T hy fatre-hayrd compleat hoſt for fight :for now thy rojall hand 
Shall take Troys ample-ſtreeted towne:no more at difference ſland, 
The great immortals, Iunos ſuite hath cleare enclinde them all 
To ſmoather Ilions ane v aſbie funerall. 
T his Ioue affirmes,which let thy thoughts be = to memoriſe : 
Then tooke he wings, and golden ſlecpe.flew with him from mine eyes:

To ſayle and fight;as farre as may with their incitements ſtand, 
Which will be much the fiercer made, if you ſhall countermand

This ſaid, he wſde his royall throne,andwvp did Neſtor riſe, 
Graue king of Pylos ſandie ſoyle,who thus gaue his aduiſe. 
Te friends commanders of the Greekes ye princes of eſtate, 
1f ſaut our Generall any Greeke,his viſſon ſhouldrelate,

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We might eſteeme it ſabulous, or rather flat reieci 
The ſtrange narration;but _ his ſoueraigne intellect, 
Muh which and with the like hi 
Haue propreſt mixture) had the grace to haue this glory ſhine 
In his immortall faculties: ſerue we their high contract, 
Admitting vimoſt power to giue this excitation act. 
To this fore he firſt went forth:the other ſcepter- ſtates 
Roſe and obayde the Generall:and belpt t effect the fates 
Ioue platted by the baneſull dreame,endeuoring to attone

To which in troopes the ſoldiers ran, as when black ſivarms of Bees

Diuine Atrides ſtoode aloft ,and in his hand he cloſde

0 {our deare countrimen and friends,who muſt not be withſtood, 
That hath in deſolation drownde the free cummerciall ſteapes 
Of many cities; and of more will make ſubuerted heapes: 
His power is ſo ſurpaſsing great:but it will loath the care 
Of all poſteritie, that me, who ſuch a number were, 
And ſo renownd, with men ſo few, ſhould wage (ucceſſles warre, | 
Of whoſe drifts yet no end appeares;that we exceedthem farre-

In ſpiglit of our affected reale, n yne yeares haue paſt our toyle: 
And now the ſubitance of our ſhips corrupts,our tackles fayle: 
Our wines and ſeed ſit in their doores expecting our reſayle. 
When that we ſought gs yet unfound: but come hoyſe ſayle and home, 
For neuer ſhall Troys ſpatious towne by us be ouercome. 

This mou de to flight in euery minde,th inglartous multitude, 
Who heard not what in priuate court the counſell did conclude. 
T h/ aſſembly grew moſt turbulent, as billowes rule and vaſt, 
Rowſac in the rough Icarian ſeas, when Eaſt and Southerne blaſts 
Breake fiercelie from the clouds of Ioue; or as when Lephyr flies 
V pon a wealthie fielde of Corne, males all his forces riſe: 
And all the field bows her faire heads beneath his violence: 
Ho did the common ſoldiers yeeldr Atrides forſt pretence: 
Ailto the ſhips with ſhowting ran, earth ſmoala beneath their feete, 
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Into the ſeas:pumpt and made cleane,and drew the ſlockes away, 
Offering to lanch, theother Peres could not be heard far ſlay: 
A noyſe confuſde alongſt the ſhore did (mite the golden flars, 
From ſouldiers throates, 7 harts did long to leaue ſuch irtſome wars, 
Then glorileſſe the Greekes had fled, paſt al preſage of fate, 
Had not Saturnia thus aduiſde, loues T ardg ſupporting ſtate: 
out on #his ſhame, O Ioues fa _ thou conquering dettie, 
Shall thus ypon the ſeas brode backe thinfamous-Argiues flic 
Admitting Priam and bis Peeres,aglorieſo diſpifde: 
As Helens rapture in deſpight, and haue ſo dearelie priſde, 
Their long. ſworne honor of revenge with Greekes (0 RJ 
Far from their countrie: but deſcend to Argos braſſe-armd traine, 
A ad withperfnaſin gentle peech, will euerie man to ſtay, 
Not ofring anie go aborde, nor hayle their ſhips * 
Which now are euerie where preparde to ſlie out of the bay, 
So aid jhee,nor the parade ſtoode aduerſe ne 6 will, 
But left the vndiſcerned browes of loues-Olimpian hill, 
And quickelie reacht the Grecian fleet where landing ſtill ſhee found, 
Th adwicefull king of Ithaca, lite Ioue in counſailes ſound, 
Who yet had not ſo much as toucht his black ewel-tranſomde barke, 
But vexed in his hart and ſoule the armies ſhame did marke, 

To him ſaid Pallas comming neare, great Laertiedes, 
Moſt wiſe Vliſses, make ye flight thus belong to theſeas, 
In your well. furniſht men of warre,and long ſo much for home? 
What honor to the king of Troy; and his conſortes will come, 
In leauing Argiue-Helen here, the price ofſo much bloud, 
Suckt from the woful breſts of Greece robde of her deareſt broud: 
But run and interpoſe no flay,through every Grecian bund. 
And with thy ſweet perſwaſine tung, let none depart the land, 
Nor draw the ore-enfarced flecte, from of theTroian ſtrand: 
So Pallas chargde, whoſe heauenlie voice, prudent Vliſses knew, 


Then foorth he ran and for more ſpeede, his cloakeyy earth he threw,

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With diligent Eurybates, 4 Herald of rename, 
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Who came from Ithaca with him, to ſiedge of Priams towne, 
T ooke vp: Vlilses met the hing from whome he was ſo bold, 
To take the ſcepter neuer ſlaindbelain his line of old, 
With which he went amongſt the troupes to ſtay them from the fleete: 
And with what prince or gentleman, his royall = did meete, 
in theſe faire termes he willed him,pretended flight forbeare: 
Sir, t'is not fit for ſuch as you to flye as checkt with feare, 
But rather ſlay, and with bold wordes,make others ſo enclinde: 
For you as yet not rightlie know king Agamemnons minde: 
He makes but tryall of ſuch ſpirites as he may moſt renowne, 
And lee wil quicklie puniſh ſuch as flying humors drowne: 
All me in counſel beard not all compriſde in his command, 
Nor durſt wee preaſe too neare for yh of his offended hand, 
The anger of a king is death; his honor ſprings from loue. 
His perſon is in ſpight of hate protected in h1s laue: 
But if he ſaw the vulgar ſorte,or if in crie het tooke 
Aſculdier with exclaimes for flight: bim with his mace her ſtroke, 
And uſde theſe(; ceches of reproofe: wretch keepe thy place and heare 
Others beſides thy Generall that place about thee beare: 
T hou art vnfit to rule and baſe without a name in mar 
Or ſtate of counſaile: nor muſt Greekes beſo irregular: 
To liue as euer) man may take the ſcepter from the king: 
The rule of many is abſurd,one Lord muſt leade the ring: 
Of far reſounding gouernment :one king whome Saturnes ſonne, 
Hath ginen a ſcepter andſoundlawes, to beare dominion: 
Thus ruling, gouernd hee the hoſt :agarne to counſayle then: 
From ſhips and tents in tummnlts ſwarmde theſe baſe diſordred men, 
With ſuch a bluſtring as againſt, the Ponticke ſhore reb oundes, 
A ſtorme drinen-billow with whoſe rage, the ſeauſel{ereſoundes: 
All ſate, andſylent vſde their ſeates,Theclites ſole except, 
A man of tongue whoſe ranenlike voice 4tuneles tarring kept, 
Who in hisranke mem had of unregarded wordes, 
That raſbly and beyondal rule, vſde to oppwgne the Lords, 
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But wht ſoeuer came from bim, was laught at migluilie: 
The filthieſt Greeke that came to Troy: he had a goggle eye, 
Starcke-lame be was of eythey foote. his ſhoulders were contract, 
Into his breſt and crookt withall: his head was ſharpe compact, 
And here and there it had a hayre: to mighty Thetides, 
And wiſe Vliſses he retaind, much anger and diſeaſe: 
For ſtill he chid them eagerlie: and then againſt er . ; 
of Agamemnon he wouldrayle: the Greekes in vehement hate, 
And heb diſdarne conceipted him: jet hewith violent throate, 
Would needes wpbraide the G eneral:and thus himſelfe forgot. 
Atrides why complainſt thou now? what doſt thou couet more? 
T hy thriftie tents are full of coine, and thun haſt women ſtore, 
Faire and well fauorde,which we Greekes, at euery towne we take, 
Reſigne to thee: thinkſt thou,thou wantſt ſome treaſure thou migluſt 
To bee deduc t thee out of Troy, by one that comes to ſcele, (make, 
His ſonne for ranſome: who my ſelfe, or any other Greeke, 
Should bring thee captine? or a wench fil with her ſweets of youth, 
Which thou maiſt loue and prinate keepe for thyinſaciate tooth? 
But it becomes not kings to tempi by wicked preſident: 
Their ſabiects to diſhoneſfties O mindes moſt impotent, 
Not Achines but Achian gyrler, come fall aborde and home: 
Let him concott his pray Done, alone Troy onercome, 
To male him know if our free cares, his proud commanaes would heare. 
In any thing: or not diſdaine his longer yoke to beare, 
Who hath with contumely wrongd,a better man then hee, 
Achilles. from whoſe armes, in ſpight that all the world might ſee, 
Hetooke a pri wun with his ſword, but now it plaine appeares, 
Achilles hath no ſplene in him, hut moſt remiſlie beares, 
A femall ſlomacke:elſe be ſure, the robberie of his meede, 
O Agamerhnon would haue prou d, thy laſt iniurious deede. 
Thus did Therſites chide the king to whome al Greece did bow, 
When wiſe Vliſses ſtraite floode vp, and with; contracted brow, 
Bebolding him wſde this rebuke: prating Therſites ceaſe, 
Though thou canft raile ſo cunninglie:nor dare to tempt the peace,

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Of ſacred kings,for well thou knoweſt, I know well what thin art: 

A baſer wretch came not to Troy to take the Grecians part, 
Prophane not kings then with thy lips; examining our retreate : - 
Whereof our ſelues are ignorant, nor are aur ſtates ſo greate, — 
That we dare © rge vpon the king what he will onelie know: 

Sit then and ceaſe thy barbarous-tauntes to him whome all wee owe 
So much obſcruance though from thee theſeinſolent poiſons flow: © 


But I proteſt and will performe if 1 ſhall deprehend, 


Such phrenſie in thy pride againe,as now aoth all offend: 
Then let Vliſses looſe his head : and ceaſe inglorious: 

To be the natiue father cald of yong T clemachus: 

Iffrom thee to thy nakednes thy garments be not ſtript, 

And fromthe counſayle to the fleete thou be not ſoundlie whipt: 

T his ſaid, his backe and ſboulder blades he with his ſcepter ſmit: 
Who then ſhrunke round and N his cheeler the ſeruile teares did flit: 
The golden ſcepter in his fleſh a int didraiſe, 
with ——— 47125 — waies, 

Ill fauoredlie he wipte the teares from his ſelfe pittying eyes, 

And then though all the haſt were ſad they laught to heare his cries, 
Nen thus flew ſpeeches intermixt, O Gods whatendles good, 
Vliſses ſtill beſtowes on v5? that to the field of bloud, 
Inſtruits vs: and in counſaile doth, fur chiefe director ſerue, 

Vet neuer action paſt his hands, that did more praiſe deſerue, 

T hen to diſgrace this rayling foole,in all the armies ſight. 

Whoſe rudenes henceforth will take heed : how he doth princes bite, 

This all the multitude affirmd,when now again e did riſe, 

The racer of repugnant townes, Vliſses bolde and wiſe,

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And fierce commotion of the ſea:where thriſe three heauens haue roulde 


About the circle of the yeare,ſince this our ankerd ſtay:

Reſounding with the peoples noice, who gaue his [pech the priſe, 
T h applawſe once ceaſt from ſeate, toſpeake old Neſtor doth ariſe. 
Ey Greckes, what infamie is this? ye play at childrens game, 

Y our warlike actions thus farre brought, now to neglect their ſame: 
O whether from our lips — ot hes, & compac s fly? 
The counſailes and the cares of men nom in the fire ſhall die: 
With thoſe our ſacred offringes made, by pure unmitxed wine: 
And our right hands, with which our faiths we freely did combine; 
The cauſe is ſince among ſt our ſelues we wſe diſcurſiue words, 
And goe not manlike to the field,to manage it with ſwords, 
Nor with the finenes of our wits,by ſtratagems deuiſe

Thus ſhalt thou know gf Gods detaine, thy hand from Ilions harmes, 
or elſe the ſaintnes of thy men, and ignorance in armes. 

T his to autentique Neſtors ſpeech Atrides anſwer was, 
All Grecian birth(thryſe reuerend King) thy counſails farre ſurpaſſe: 
o would King Ioue, Tritonia, and he that guides the Sunne 


Would grant me ten ſuch counſellers,then ſhould our toyles be done. 


Then Priams high-topt towers ſhould ſfoope,out facing vs no more: -

Purſue and vſe your ſwifteſt ſpeede that we may take for priſe 
The ſhield of old Nctcides,which Fame cuem to the rkyes, 
Reports to be of gold inſormd, with handles all of gold: 
And from the ſhoulders let vs take of Diomede the bold, 
The rojall Carace Vulcartwrenght with art ſo exquiſite: 
T heſe if we make our ſacred ſpoyle, / doubt not but this Night 
Euen to the Fleete to propagate, the Greekes wnturned Ge. 
This Iuno tooke in 155 diſdaine, and made Olympus ſhake, 
As ſhe but moued in her thrane, and thus to Neptune ſpake. 
O Neptune, what huge ſpight is this: thou God ſo huge in power, 
Alſlict it not thy glorious . ſee ſuch hath deuourt 
T heſe Greekes that haue in Helice,and ge offred thee 
So many and ſo bewteous gifts,wiſh they may victors ber: 
If we that ave the aides of Greece, would beate home theſe of Troy, 
Aud hinder broad eyde Ioues prowd will, it would abate hit ioy, 
He angrie, toll hey ſhe was raſb, and he would not be one 
Of all the reſt ſhould ſtrine wb Ioue, whoſe power was match by now:

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Bould Archeptolemus he ſiit, as he was raſhing neure 
To male the fight to carth he fell his ſwift horſe, backe did (lie, 
And there were bath his ſlrength and ſaule exilde etern-lly, 
Huge grieſe for Hectors ſlaughtered frend,pinch! in his mightie mind:

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I walke the round thus, ſince ſweere ſterpe, cannot incloſe mine eyes 
Nor ſhut thoſe Organs, care breakes ope, for our calamitzes. 
My feare is vehement for the Greekes, my hart the fount of heat 
With his extreame affects made cold, without my breſt doth beat; 
Aud therefore are my ſynnowes ſtroke with trembling :enerie part 
of what my frendes may feele hath act in my diſperſed hart. 
But iſ thou thiukſt of any courſe may to our good redounde, 
Since neither thou thy ſelfe canſt ſleepe come walke with me the round, 
In way whereof we may confer and looke to euerie guarde:

Forth came Vlilses asking him,why ſtirre yee thus ſo late

AU night in ſleepe,or did not heare; the T roians nere his tent. 
Their Campe drawne cloſe vpon their ayke,ſmall ſpace twixt foes and foes... 

He ſtarting vp, ſaid,ſtrange old man, that neuer takeſt repoſe, 
Thou art too patient of our toyle; haue we not men more your, 
To be imployde from king to king? thyne age hath too much wrong. 
Said like a king, (replica the Syre)for 1 haue ſonnes renomnde, 
And there are many other men, mig hit goe this toyleſome round: 
But you may ſee impertous Neede hath al at her command, 
Now on the eager raſors edge, for life or death we ſtand. 
Then goe(thou art the younger man) and if thou lone my eaſe, 
Call 2 ſt. foote Aiax NL. young Phyleides. 

T his ſaid, he on his 5 caſt a yealow Lions hyde 
Bigge, and reacht earth then tooke his ſpeare,and Neſtors will applyde: 
Raiſde the Heroes, brought them both:all mett the round they went, 
And found not any captaine there, a ſleepe or negligent, 
But waking and in armes gaue care, to euerie little ſound: 
And as keene dogs keepe ſheepe in cotes,or folds of Hurdles bound, 
Gryming at euery breach of ayre: enuious of all that moues: 
And liſtning when the rauenous beaſt, talks through the hilly grones: 
Then men and dogs ſt and on their guards and mightie tumults make 
Sleepe wanting walg hi to cloſe one winke:ſo did the captaines wake 
That kepte the watch the whole ſad night ſtill with intentine care

But with ob ſeruing mij eſtate,he thinkes he ſhould abſtarne, 
Till I commanded, knowing my place, unwilling to aſſume 
For being my brother, anie thing might vrage he did preſume, 
But now he roſe before me far ,and came t auoide delayes, 
And haue ſent him for the man, your ſelfe deſirde toraiſc: 
Come we ſhall finde them at the guardes we plaſte before the fort, 
For thether my direction mas, they ſhould with ſpeede reſort. 

Why now (ſaid Neſtor )none will grudge nor his iuſt rule withſtand 
Examples make excitements ſtrong ,and ſweeten a command. 

Thus put he on his arming truſſe,faire ſhooes wpon his feet, 

About him a manailion,that did with buttons meete 
Of purple; large and full offouldes,curld with a warmefull nap: 
A garment that gainſt cold in mghts did ſouldiers vſe t enrap, 
Then tooke he his ſtrong Lance in hand, made ſharpe with ſharpned ſteele 
Aud went along the Grecian fleete; firſt at Vliſses keele, 
He cald to breake the ſjllen fumes that did his fences binde 
The voice through th Organes of his eares ſtraight rung about his minde. 
Forth came Vliſses asking him,why ſtirre pee thus ſo late 
Suſtaine we ſuch enforciue cauſe: he anſwerde our eſtate 
Doth force this perturbation: vouchſafe it worthy frend: 
And come, let vs excite one more, to counſaile of ſome end 
To our extreames by fight or flight. tie backe and tooke his ſhield, 
And both tooke courſe to Diomede;they found him laid in field 
Far from his tent: bis armour by about him was diſpread, 
CA crowne of ſaldiers; euerie man, his ſhield beneath his head, 
His ſpeare fixt by him as he ſlept the great end in the ground 
The pointe that briſled the darke earth,caft a reflectian round, 
Like palled lightnings throwne from Ioue; thus his Heroe lay 
Aud vnder him a big oxe hyde his royall head had ſlay 
On a faire hanging rowled vp:whereon be ſlept ſo faſt 
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That Neſtor ſtirde him with his foote, and chid to ſee him caſt 
In ſuch dee pe ſeepe, in ſuch deepe woes: and askt him why he ſpent 
cAll night in ſleepe,or did not heare; the Troians nere 2 tent. 
Their Campe drawne cloſe vpon their ayke, ſmall ſpace twixt ſoes and foes. 
He ſtarting vp,ſaid.ſlrange old man, that neuer takeſt repoſe, 
Thou art too patient of our toyle; haue we not men more your, 
To be imployde from king to king? thyne age hath too much wrong. 
Said like a kinz,(repliea the Syre )for I haue ſonnes renomnde, 
And there are many other men, might goe this toyleſome round: 
But you may ſee impertous Neede hath al at her command, 
Now on the eager raſors edge. for life or death we ſtand. 
Then goe (thou art the younger man) and if thou laue my eaſe, 
Call 2 ſt. foote Aiax vp thy ſelf and young Phyleides. 
This ſaid, he on bisſh 5 caſt a yealow Lions hyde 
Bigge, and reach earth then tooke his ſpeare,and Neſtors will applyde: 
Raiſde the Heroes, brought them both:all mett the round they went, 
And found not any captaine there, a ſleepe or negligent, 
But waking:and in armes gaue eare,to euerie little ſound: 
And as keene dogs keepe ſheepe in cotes ar folds of Hurdles bound, 
Gryming at euery breach of ayre: enuious of all that mones: 
And liſtning when the rauenous beaſt, ſtalks through the hilly grones: 
Then men and dogs ſt and on their guards and mightie tumults make 
Sleepe wanting walg bi to cloſe one winke:ſo did the captaines wake 
That kepte the watch the whole ſad night till with intentine eare 
Conuerted to the enemies tents that they might timely heare 
If they were ſtirring to — which Neſtor ieyde to ſee: 
Why 22 ſonnes, maintaine . match ſirepe not a nod ſaid he, 
Rather then male your fames the skorne of Troi un periurie. 
T his ſaid, he formoſt paſt the dyke the others ſeconded 
Enen all the kings that had bene cald to counſaill from the bed: 
And with them went Meriones, and Neſtors famous ſonne, 
For both were caldeby all the Kings ſo conſultation: 
Beyond the dyke they chuſde a place, nere as they could from blooae: 5 
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fr here yet appearde the falls of ſome: and whence (the crimſon floode 
/ Grecian lies being porde on earth by Hectors furious chace) 
He made retreate :when night repord grym darknes in his face. 
There ſa' they downe,and Neſtor ſpale. O friends remaines not one, 
T hat will relie on his bold minde,and — the Campe alone 
Of the promde Troiaus, to approne i ragling mate 
He — neare 2 EE 1 
of their intentions for the time; and mixe like one of t 
With their outguards expiſcating if their renomnde extreame, 
They force on vs wil ſerue their turnes; with glorie to retire, 
Or ſtill encampe thus farre from Troy? this may he well enquire, 
And make a braue retreate untoucht,and this would wynne him fame 
Of all men canapyed with heauen : and euerie man of name 
In all this hoſt ſhall honor him with an enriching meeat: 
A blacke Ewe and her ſucking Lambe, Iemeli that doe exceed 
CA other beſt poſſe[$1ons in all mens — weſts, 
And ſtill be bidden by our kings, to kinde and royall feaftes, 
All renerenſt one anothers worth and none would ſilence breake, 
Leſt worſt ſhould take beſt place of ſpeech,at Liſt dd Diomede ſpeale. 
Neſtor, thou askſt if no man heere haue hart ſo well inclinde 
Lo worte this ſlratageme on Troy: yes, I haue ſuch a minde: 
Yet ifſome — would ioyne more probable will be 
The ſtrengthned hope of our exploite:two may together ſee 
One going before another ſtill, and danger euerie way. 
One | vpon another works, it takes at firmer ſtay 
The benefit of all his powers, for though one knew his courſe, 
Yet might he well diſtruſt himſelfe which th other might enforce. 
This offer euery man aſſumde; all would with Diomede goe; 
The two Aiaces, Merion, and Menelaus too. 
But Neſtors ſanne enforſt it much, and hardie Ithacus, 
Who had to euery ventrous dee de a minde as venterous. 
Amongſt all theſe thus ſpake the king: Tydides moſt below de, 
Chuſe thy aſſociate worthilie,a man the moſt appros de 
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For uſe and ſtrength to theſe extreames,ma ie thouſeeſt land forth: 


But chuſe not thou by hight of place,but by regard of worth: 
— thy nice red of Lok to - — degree, 
Thou wrone(t thy venture; chuſing one, fi to ioyne with thee: 
Although perhaps a greater linge ibis ſpake he with ſuſpect. 
Tydides ſor his honors ſake Jus brother would (cleft. 

Then ſaid Tydides ſince tho gineft my iudgement leaue to chuſes 
How can it ſo much trueth forget, Vyſſes torefuſe, 
That beares a minde ſo mo exempt and vigorous in th effect 
Of all high labort; and a man Pallas doth moſt r of reſpect 
We ſhall returne through burning fire, il with him combine; 
Heſets ſtrength in ſo true 4 courſe; th counſa _— ſo diuine. 

Vlyſles loth to be eff 1 
With fach exceptions humbled him a did him » biker raiſe: 
And ſaid, Tydides praiſe me not, more then free trueth will beare, 
Nor yet empayre me they are Greeks that giue iudiciall care: 
But come, the morning haſtes,the ſtars are eee e. their courſe:

Now borrowed they for haſt ſome armes: — 
Aduentrous Diomede his ſword, his owne was at his tent. 
His ſbield and helme — and well tann de, without or plume or creſt:

His helmet faſhioned of a hyde;the workeman did beſtow 
Mach labor init quilting it, with bonſtrings and without, 
— ſnowie tuskes -_ whi > ary ras Bores,t'was armed — about 

int cap was plaſte, 

— —_— fit ends of the tuskes his he 4 5 raſie. 
Th * (long ſince) 5 Autolycus, was brought from Eleon: 
1/\...t he lud waſte Amitors houſe,that was Ormenus ſonne. 
Is Scandia,by Cytherius, ſaurnamde Amphydamas: 
Antolycus aid give this Helme:he when he 222 was 
Bybonord . bim, as preſent of a Gueſt: 
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Molus to his ſanne Merion, did male it his bequeſt, 

With this Vlyſſes armdt his head, and thus they both addreſt, 

T ooke leane of all the other kings: to them a glad oſlent 

(As they were entring on their wa) Minerua dtd preſent, 

I Herneſhaw conſecrate to her, which they couldill diſcerne 
Through [able night, hut oy her clinge, they knew it was an herne. 
V.yſles icyde, and thus inuolt: heare me great ſeede of Ioue, 

T hat euer doſt my labors grace with preſence of thy loue: 
And all my motions do(t attend: ſtill laue me ſacred dame, 
E/þecially in this exployre,and ſs protect our fame, 
Me both may ſafelie make retreate:and thriftilie impl 
Our boldnees in (ome great affaire, banefall to them of Troy. 

Then prayd illyſlrate Diomede:wouchſafe me likewiſe care, 
O thou vnconquered Queent of Armes: be with thy fauors neave, 
As to my roy ill fathers ſteps, thou wentſt a bounteous guyde, 
hen th Achiues and the Peeres of Thebes, he would haue pacifide: 
Sent as the Greeks pr 00 left them at the floode 
Of great Æ ſopus; whoſe retreate thou mad t to ſwim in bloode 
Of bis enambuſh enemies: and if thou ſo protect | 
Ai) bold endenors,to thy name; an Heffer moſt ſclect, | 
T hat neuer yet was tamde with yoke,broad fronted, one yeare old, | 
Ile burne in zelous ſacrifice,and ſet the hornes in gold, | 
The Godleſſe hearde,and both the Kings their dreadles paſſage bore, | 
T brough ſlaughter, ſlaughtered karkaſes, armes, and diſcolored gore. 

Now Hector let his Princes ſleepe,but all to counſaill cald: 
And askt what one is here will vow, and keepe it vnapald, 
To haue a gift fitte for his deed,a Chariot and two horſe 
That paſſe for ſpeede the reſt of Greece? what one dares take his courſe, 
For his renomne ( beſides his gifts)to mixe among# the foe: 
And learne if ſtill they hold their guards, or with this euerthrowe 
Determine flizht,as being too weake to hold us longer warre? 

Allſ#lent ſtoode; at laſt ſtoode forth one Dolon,that did dare 
T his dangerous worke;Enmedesy here, 4 Herald much renomnde, 
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rhis Dolon did in gold and braſſe exccedinglie abound: 
But in his forme was quite deformae,yet paſſing ſwift to run: 
Amone|t fine ſiſters he was leſt, Eumedes anelie ſon, 
Aud he tould Hector: his free hart would vndertale t explore 
The Greekes intentions, hut (ſaid he) thou ſha't be ſworne before, 
By this thy ſcepter that the horſe of, _ Eacides 
And his ſtrang chariot bound with braſſe, thau wilt before all theſe 
Reſigne me as my walures priſe:and ſo I reſt vnmou d 
T

o be thy ſpy, aud not returne, before I haue approude 
(By ventering to Atrides ſhip,where their 5" 3 are held) 
If they reſolue ſtill to reſiſt; or flue as quite expeid. 
He put his ſcepter in his hand,and cald the thunders God 
Saturnias husband;o his 0th: thoſe horſe ſhould not be rode 
By any other man then he, but he An A 
To his renomne their ſeruices, ſor b1s good done to Troy. 
Thus ſwore he, and forſwore humſelſe, jet made baſe Dolon bould: 
Who on his ſboulders hung his bom, and did about him fould 
A white wolues hyde: and with a helme of weſels skins did arme 
His weaſels head, then tooke his darte, and neuer turndto harme 
The Greekes with their related driftes,but being paſt the troupes 
Of horſe and foate he our; runs, and as he runs he ſtoupes 
To vndermine Achilles horſe; Vliſses ſtraight di ſee 
And ſaid to Diomede;this man makes footing towardes thee 
Out of the tents; 1 know not wel if he be vſde as ſpie 
Bent to our fleet, or come to rob the ſlaughtered enemie: 
But let vs ſuffer him to come a little further on 
Andthen purſue lum; if it chance that we be ouergone 
By his more ſwifines vrge him ſtill, o run vpon our fleet 
And leſt he ſcape vs to the towne,ftil let thy Iaueline meete 
With all his offers of retreate;thus ſtept they from the plaine 
Among ſt the ſlaughtered carcaſes, Dolon came on amaine 
Juſpec ling nothing but once paſt as far as mules outdraw: 
Oxen at plow, being both put on neither admitted law, 
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To plow 4 dcepe ſe:ld furrrow forth ſo far was Dolon paft | 
Then they purſu d e, which he perceyade and f aide his ſpeedeleſſe haſt: 
Subtly ſuppoſing Hector ſent to cauntermand bis ſpie: 
But in a L1uelins throw or leſſe, he knew them enimie 
T hen laid he on, his nimble knees and they purſude like wind 
Aswhen 4 brace of ereyhoundes are laide in with hare or hinde 
Cloſe-mouthd and Shald to make the beſt of their induſtrious courſe 
Seruecithers turne and put on hard: looſe neither ground ner force, 
So conſtantlie did Tydeus ſen ne, and his town- racing peere 
Purſue his ſpie ſtill turning him, as he was winding ne are 
Hiscouert, til he almoſt mixt, with their out courts of guar de. 
Then Pallas prompted Diomede leaft his due worths rem arde 
Should be empairde if any man did vant he firſt did ſheath 
His ſworde in him and he be cald but ſecondin his death 
Then ſpake he threatning with his lance, or ſiay or this coms on 
And long thou canſt not run beſorethoy be by death outgone: 
This ſid he threw his Iauelin forth which miſt at Diomede would, 
Aboue his right arme it made way, the pyle ſtuc te in the moulde 
He ſtaide an _— 25 his teeth did chatter in his heade 
They came in blowing ſeiſde him faſt; he weeping offered 
A — ranſome for bis life, and tolde — be 4 braſſe, 
LMuch gold and iron that fit for ſe in many labors was, 
From whoſe rich heapes his father would a wondrous portion gine 
If at the great Achaian fleete, he hearde bis ſonne did line. 
Vliſses bad him cheare his hart ,thinke not of death ſaide hes 
But tell vs true, why runſt thou forth when others ſleeping bee, 
1s it to ſpoile the carcaſes? or art thou choicely ſent 
T*explore our driftet, or of thy ſelfe, ſeek ſt thou ſome wiſht event? 
He trembling anſwerde:much rewards did Hectors oth propoſe 
And vrede me much againſt my will,t'endeuor to diſcloſe 
If you determinde ſtill to ſtay, ar bent your courſe for flight 
As all diſmaide with your latefoile, and wearied with the fight, 
Fer which exploite Pelides horſe and chariot he did ſweare 
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Tonelie euer — ove —— to heart 
go baſe a ſmaine haue any hope; ſo high a price t aſpire 
wo [aid his labors did affet?, a great and — Hre 
And that the horſe Pelides rande, no mortall hand could uſe 
But be himſelſe whoſe matchleſſe life, 4 — did produce. 


But tell vs and report but truth where lefiſt thou Hector now? 
Where are his armes? his ſamauſe horſe? on whome doth he beſtow 
The watches charge? where the kings? intend they ſtill to lye

All this ſaid he, Ile tell moſt true, at Ilus monnum ent

But tel me( ſaid wiſe Ithacus) are all theſe foraigne powers 

Appointed quarters by themſelues or elſe commixt with yours? 

And this (ſaid Dolon) to my Lordes Ile ſeriouſly unfold: 

The P eons with the crooked bowes and Cares quarters hold 

Next to the ſea; the Leleges, and Caucous icynde with them, 
Aud braue Pelaſgians;T himbers meade,remoude more from the ſireame 
Is quarter to the Licians, the loftie Miſian force. 
The Phrigians and Meonians,that fight with armed horſe. 
But what neede theſe particulars, i je intend ſurpriſe 
Of anie in our T ro1an campe:the T hracian quarter lies 
Vtmoſt of al and vncommixt with Troian regiments, 
That keepe the voluntarie watch,new pitcli are all their tente, | 
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King Rheſus Eioneus ſenne commands them who hath ſteedes 

Whiter then ſnow: huge and well ſhapte their ſierie pace e xceedes 

The windes in ſwifines, this I ſaw ſus chariote is with gold 

And palled ſiluer ricblie framde :and wondr ouſe to behold: : 

His great and golden armour is, ut fit a man ſhould weare 

But for immortall ſhoulders fr amde:come then and quicklie beare 

Tour happie priſoner to your fleete:or leaue me here faſt bound 

Till your wel vrgde and rich ret urne, procue my relation ſound, 
Tydides dreadfully replide :thinke not of ſaſage thus 

Though of right acceptable newes,thou haſt aauertiſde vs 

Our hanaes are bouldes more [trickt then ſo,and ſhould we ſet theefree 

For offerd ranſome for this ſcape thou ſtil wouldſt ſcouting be 

About our ſhips, or do us ſkath in plaine oppoſed armes, 

But if I ta e thy life no way can we repent thy har mes, 

With this as Dolon reacht his hand to wr" a ſuppliants part 

And ſlroke the beard of Diomede;/r ſtroke his necke athwart, 

With his forſt ſworde, and both the nerues he did in ſunder wound 

And ſuddenlie his head deceiud, fell ſpeaking on the ground, 

His weſels helme they tooke, his bow his wolues aim and his lance 

Which toMinerua Ithacus did zealouſite aduance 

With lifted arme into the aire, and to her thus he ſpale. 

Godaeſſe triumph in thine on ne ſpoiles, to thee we firſt will make 

Our inuocations of all powers, thronde on thi olimpian hill 

Now to the T hracians,and their horſe and beds condutt us ſtil. 
With this he hung them tv 4T amricke bow, 

As eyefull Trophies: and the ſprigges that did about it grow 

He proyned from the leauie armes to make it eaſier viewde 

When they ſhould haſtelie retire,and be perhaps parſude, 

Forth went they through blacke bloode and arms and preſentlie aſpir at; 

The guardleſſe T hracian regiment {aft bound with ſleepe and tyrde 

Their arms lay by, and triple rankes they as they ſlept did keepe, 

L5they ſhould watch and guarde their king.,who in a fatall ſleepe: 

Lay in the midſt; their chariot hor ſe, as they coch ſellowes were 
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Feade by them, and the famous ſteeds that did their Generall beare

VIyſles ſaw them firſt and ſaid: Tydides I haue ſpyed | | 

The horſe that Dolon (whom we ſlew) aſſurde vs we ſhould ſee: 

Now «/[e thy ſtrength nom idle armes, are moſt vnfit for thee, 

Looſe thou the horſe,or kill the guarde;and leaue the borſe to me. 

Mincrua with the Arure eyes — ſtrength into her King, 

N ho fild the tent with mixed death thie ſoules he ſet on wing, 

Iſſued in grones, and made ayre ſwell into her ſtormy floode: 

Hor rar and ſlaughter had one power, the earth did bluſh with bloode: 

As when a hungry Lion flies, with purpoſe to denoure 

On flocks nkepte;and on their lines aoth freely vſe his power, 

So Tydeus ſonne of the foe:twelue ſoules he did ſubaue: 

Vlyſles wanted on his ſword, and euer as he ſlew, 

He drew them by the 1 heeles,out of the horſes ſight, 

That when he was to leade them forth, they ſtouid not with affright, 

Bogle nor ſuore, to treade pon the bloodyed carkaſes: 

For being new come they were vnuſae,to ſuch ſterne ſights as theſe: 

— "ra ranks now did Diomede the King — attayne; 

Who ſnoring in his ſweeteſt ſſeepe, was like his * 
As ill dreame 6 8 vi glu foode by his heade, 

Which was Oenides royall ſanne unconquerd Diomede, 

Meane while Vly ſſes looſae his horſe, taste all their raynes in hand, 

And led them forth but Tydeus ſonne did in contention land 

With his great minde to doe ſome deede. of more audacitie, 

If he take the Chariot, where his rich armes did lie, 

And draw it by the beame away,or beare it on his backe: 

Or if of more dull I hracian liues, he (hould their boſomes ſacke 

In this contention with himſelfe, Minerua did ſug geſt, 

And bad him thinke of his retreate:leaſt from their tempted reſt 


Some other God ſhould ſtirre the foe, and ſend him backe diſmayat: 
He knew the voice;tooke Le Troian⸗ . ayde, 


(Apollo with the ſiluer Bow ſloode no blinde ſentinel 
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To their ſecure and dromſie Hoſt,but did diſcouer well 
Minerua following Diomede, and angrie with his att, 

The mightie hoſt of Ilion he entred,and awakt 

The cooſizne germane of the King a Counſaylor of Thrace 
Hopocoon;who when he roſe,and ſaw the deſert place 

Where Rheſus horſe did vſe to ſtand, and th other diſmall harmes: 
Aten ſtrugling with the _ of death: he ſhreikt out thicke alarmes. 
Calde Rheſus, Rheſus: but in varne. then ſtill arme arme he cryde: 
The noyſe and tumult was extreame, on euery ſtartled ſyde 

Of Troys huge hoſt,from whence in throngs all gatherd and admyrat, 

V ho could performe ſuch harmfall facts, and yet be ſafe retyrde: 

Now comming where they ſlew the skowte, Vlyſſes ſtayde the fteeaes: 

Tydides lighted: and the ſpoyles hung on the T amrickereedes 

He tooke and gaue to Ithacus, and vp he gate againe: 

Then flew they ioyfall to their Fleete: Neſtor did firit attaine | 

The ſounds the horſe-boofes ſtroote through ayre and ſaid, my royal Peeres 

Doe I but dote?or ſay Itrue? me thinkes about mine cares 

The ſounds of running horſes beate:O would to God they were 

Our friend; thus ſoune returnde with ſpoyles: but] haue hartie ſeare, 

Leaſt this high tumult of the foe doth their diftreſſe intend. 

He ſcarce had ſpoke when they were come, both did from hore diſcend, 

All with embraces and ſweete words, to heauen their worth did rayſe. 

Then Neſtor ſpake;great Ithacus,euen heapt with Grecian prayſe: 

How haue yow made theſe horſe your priſe? peirſt you the dangerous hoſt, 

Where ſuch Tems ſtand? or did ſome God jour high attempts accoft, 

And honord you with this rewarde?why they be 2 the Rayes 

T he Sunne efſuſeth:I haue mixt with Troians all my dayes: 

And now ] hope you will not ſay, 1 alwaies lie aborde, 

Though an oldſoldier I confeſſe:yet did al Troy afforde 

Neuer the like to am ſence, that ener Ipoſſeſt. 

But ſome good God no doubt hath met 


And your high valoars bleff: 
For he that ſhadowes heauen with clowds Joues both as his deli 


hts: 
Aud ſhe that ſupples earth with blood,can not forbeare your ei. 1 
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Vyſſes anſwerde, honorde Syre,the willing Gods can giue 
Horſe — more worthy, hentbeſe ſe men 2 — in more power they liue: 
Theſe horſe are of the T — brerdez their King Tydides ſlew, 
And twelue of his moſt truſted guard.and of that meaner crew 
A skowte for thirtenth man we kyld,whom Hector ſent to ſpie 
The whole exiſtence of our drifis,if bent to 5 or fue. © 
Thus followed with whole troopes of friends they with applanſes paſt 
The 22 ayle, and in the —— ede . 
The hor(e without cuntention as 
Which Ur his other horſe ſet 77 rm — did feede. 
Poore Dolons ſpoyles Vlyſſes —— nde them _ — ſtern, 
As tropheys vow 1 ent, the g

Was calmde, and their ſwolne ne refreſbt, more curious baths they wſat: 
Where odorous andrelaxine O hey through their limes diffuſdle, 
Then taking breakfaF,a big 72 with the pureit wyne, 
They offera to the mayden Queene — hath the Azure eyne.

T his ſaid, his readie Chariotere did ſcourge his ſprigtiſul horſe, 
That freely to the ſable Fleete,performae their fierie courſe 
To beare their wounded ſouer aigne apart the Martiall thruſt, 
Sprinkling their powerfull breaſts with fame, and ſnowing onthe duſt, 
When m_ heard of his retreate,thus y far ſame contends, 
"roians, Dardanians, Lycians,all my c ing friends: 
T hinke what it is to be — 7 Mot al of name; 
Our ſtrongeſt enimie is gone, loue vowes to doe vs fame. 
Then in the Grecian faces driue your one-hooude violent ſteeds, 
And farre aboue their beſt be beſt, and glorifie your deeds.

Aſſeus and Antonius, Opys and Clytus ſeede. 
Prince Dolops, and the honorde Syre of ſwerte Euryalus: 
Opheltes, Agelaus next, and ſtrong Hipponous, 
Orus,Eſflymnus;all of name:the common ſoldiers fell, 
As when the hollow floode of ayre in Lephyres cheeks doth ſwel, 
And ſperſeth all the gathred clowds,white Notus power did draw, 
Wraps waues in waues,hurls vp the froth beate with a vehement flaw: 


So were the common ſoldiers wrackt in troopes by Hectors hand. 2

He anſwerde, I am bent to ſtay; and any thing ſuſtaine: 
But our delight to prooue vs men, mill prooue but ſhort and vaine 
For Ioue makes T roians inſtruments, and virtually then / 
Weildes arms himſelſe, aur croſſe affaires are not twixt men and men; 
This ſaid Thimbreus with his lance ,he tumbled from his horſe 
Nere his left nipple wounding him: Vliſses did enforce 
Faire Molton minion to this king that Diomede ſubdude; 
Both ſent they thence till they returnde who now the king purſude 
And farrowed through the thickned troupes : as whe two chaſed bores(gores 
T urne head gainſt kennels of bould houndes, and race way through their 
So turnd from flight the ſar warde kings, ſhowd T roians backwarde death 
Nor fled the Greekes but with their wils to get great Hector breath 
T ben tooke they horſe and chariote from two bouldcittie foes, 
Merops Percoſius mightie ſannes, the ir father could diſcloſe 
Beyond all men, hid Auguries and would not giue conſent 
To their egreſſion to theſe wars yet wilfully they went 
For fates that order ſable death: enfarſt their tragedies: 
Tidides ſlewthem with his lance,and made their arms his priſe: 
Hypporochus, aud Hyppodus, Vliſses 5. 


But Ioue that out of Ida looks then equalliſde the fight: 

A Grecian for a Troian then, paide tribute to the fates, 

Tet rojall Diomede ſlew one euen in thoſe enen debates, 
That was of name more then the reſt: Pæons renowned ſonne, 
The prince Agaſtrophus ;his lance, into his hip dia run 
His Squier detaind his horſe apart, that hindred him to flie 
Whichbe repented 4 his hart yet did his feet applie

And there his loued life diſſolude:this Hector underſtandes 
And ruſht with clamors ou the lungʒ rig hi ſoundly ſeconded f 
With troupes of Troians:which percetud by ſamouſe Diomede . 


The deepe conceipte of loues high will ſliſned his royall hayre 

Who ſpake to weare-fought Ithacus: the fate of this affaire 

Is bent to vs: come t vs ſtand, ana bound his violence, 

Thus threw he his long Ianeline forth which ſmote his heads defence 
Full on the top yet _ no ſkin: braſſe tooke repulſe with braſſe 

His helme (with three fouldes made and ſharpe )the guift of Phæbus was:

Part of the ruinated tombe,for honorde Ilus built: 

And as the Curace of the ſlaine(engrauen andrichlie guilt 

Tydides from his breſt hadſpoild,and from his ſhoulders raft, 

His targets and his ſolide helme, he ſhot and his keene ſhaft, 

(That neuer flew from him in vaine) did nayle vnto the ground 

The kings right foote, the ſpleneſull K nig hi, lung hi ſweatelic at the wound 
Crept from his couert and triumph. nom art thou maima(ſaide he) 
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And would to Cod my happie hand had ſo much honorde me, 

To haue infixt it in gry deepe as in thy foote a 

Euen to th cxpulſure of thy ſoule, then bleſt had beene my ſhoote 

Of all the T roians:who had then breathde, ſram their long vnreſti 

Who feare thee as the braying goats ab hor the king of beaſts 
Vndaunted Diomede replide: you brauer with your bow, 

Tou ſlucte hayrd lower :you that hunt and fleere at wenebes ſo, 

Durſt thou but ſtand in arms with me, tim ſilly archerie is 

Would giue thee little cauſe to vannt: as little ſuffer 1 

In this ſame tall exploite, ofthine perfarmde when thou wert hid 

As if a woman or a childe, that knew not what it did 


Had toucht my foote: A cowardes ſteele hath neuer amy edge: 


But mime: (t aſſure it ) ſtill layes dead carcaſes in pledge 
Touch ut: it — — — ftrikes the OP 
of haples widdowes in their cheekes,and children blinde of frends: 
The ſubiect of it makes earth red, and aire with ſighes 
And leaues lims more embraſte with birdes:then with enamored dames. 
Lance famde Vliſses, now came in and ſteps before the king 
Tneeld oppoſit and drew the ſhaft: the eager paine did fling 
Through all bis bodie:ftr aight he tooke, his royall chariote there, 
And with direction to the fleete, did charge his charioter.

For pittance to the potion, and bonny newlie wrought, 
And breade the fruite of ſacred meale, then to the borde ſhe brought

From Pylos, on whoſe ſwelling ſides fowre handles fixed were,
